Attention McGill Students 

Today at 1 pm In Moyse Hall v/e shall see the 
results of the proposals and counter-proposals, the 
general spirit of tumult which has gripped large 
segments of the campus for almost a month. Amend- 
ments to the constitution of the Students' Society have 
been proposed by the Students' Executive Council, 
the Post-Graduate Studerits'^ Society,, the Managing 
Board of the McGili bdi)y7 arid Interested iiiclividùalt. 

It is not the purpose of this editorial to advance 
further arguments in favour of any one of these 
proposals. V/9 havè attempted In successive papers 
to point out what the issues are. We have discussed 
the question of the abolition of statutory grants to 
the undergraduate societies, basing this discussion 
on reasons which have been dealt with at great 
length. . 

The purpose, of taking .the front page to address 
all stiiictents is first,> to moke 'a policy, stateirnerit, a 
statement of our philosophy and the philosophy qf 
the Students' Society constitution regarding the func- 
tion of the Daily. Secondly we would like to address - 
a plea to McGill students concerning today's Open 
Meeting. 

The editorial function of a good newspaper and, 
particularly of a university newspaper is to attempt 
to lead public opinion. Too i^any newspapers fail 
miserably in this respect. They' pursue either the safe 
course on every issue, or resort to sensationalism in 
order to inflame their readers. The Daily, with the 
exception of religious and campus electoral issues, 
has, by the constitution of the Students' Society, been 
given complete editorial freedom. Within the bounds 
of decency and responsibility, the Managing Board 
is empowered to. express its views, even if some 
find these unpleasdrit^'ln propo'sing'the amendments 
which it has, the Managing Board has acted within 
its rights, as it understands them. Moreover, the 
Managing Board believes that it has also done its 
duty, a duty which must not be ignored. The Manag- 
ing Board of the Daily will continue to express its 
views. ' * 

Secondly, we would ask every student to consider 
the amendments at hand. Consider the status quo 
and decide for yourselves whether it is satisfactory. 
If it is, preserve it. If it is not, and the proposed 
amendments represent the changes which you would 
-honestly like to see/ then vote for these amendments. 
If you are satisfied with neither' alternative, have 
these proposals tabled and suggest other plans. 
YOU are the Students' Society of McGill University, 
YOU must choose the government you want.

Amendments to be proposed 
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Open meeting today at tpm 

Five controversial issues in the form of constitutional amendments will be decided upon 
by the. Students' Society at the Open Meeting today at 1 pm in Moyse Hall. 



Constitutional amendments will 
bo proposed concerning extension 
of the sixty-five per cent rule, the 
establishment of a Post Graduates' 
Trust Fund, the increase in Post- 
Graduate^represcntation on the 
Sludents'lExecutivo Council, and 
the abolition of statutory grants to 
the undergraduate societies. 

The amendment regarding the 
sixty-five per cent rule proposes 
three basic changes. First, the list 
of posts affected is extended to 
include the President of the In- 
ternational Students* Association, 
the. Station Manager of Radio Mc- 
Gill, and the Chairman of the Edu- 
cation Committee.; ' ■' 

Second, the Dean of the respec- 
tive faculty may submit 'a letter 
permitting a student whose acade- 
mic average is below sixty-five per 
cent to accept a "critical" campus 
post for any reason. 

At present, the Dean must state 
that in his opinion "the student's 
election or appointment will not 
be likely to result in bis acade- 
mic failure."

Third, the amendment would re- 
quire the holder of these campus 
positions to maintain an average

It is served as a 
sweet dish at formal occasions. 
Its ingredients include bread, 
milk, sugar, butter oil, cream, 
and almonds and pistachios. 

All these dishes will be pre- 
pared with reasonable spices for 
the convenience of native Mon- 
trealcrs. 



of sixty per cent during his term 
of office. 

The amendment of the Post- 
Graduate Students* Society propo- 
ses that $2 of the post graduate 
students' $17.50 fee be put aside 
for a Trust Fund with the aim of 
financing a Post Graduate Students' 
home, in addition to the. regular 
$1 grant to the PGSS. 

At present, a $1 grant li made 
by the SEC to the Trust Fund on 
a non-statutory basis. 

The second PGSS amendment 
proposes that Post-Graduate stu- 
dents have two representatives on 
Council instead of one as at pre- 
sent. Vastly increased enrollment 
is given as the reason for the 
change. 

At presont, 1,455 resident post 
graduates are represented by one 
Council member, while the 047 en- 
gineers have two reprdsentatives. 
However, Arts and Science, with 



two representatives, has an enroll- 
ment of 4,137. 

Third amendment 
The thhrd PGSS amendment eli- 
minates the necessity for candi- 
dates for Post-Graduate students 
to run in their post-graduate year. 

The Managing Board of the Mc* 
GUI Daily has proposed a scries of 
amendments which would elimi- 
nate the statutory grant of $1 per 
capita from the Students' Society 
to the undergraduate societies and 
the PGSS. 

Engineering representative Ro- 
bert Haack has proposed a sub- 
amendment which would eliminate 
the ten per cent grant to the Wo- 
men's Unlon^ This amoilnts to $1.50 
per capita this year and $2.50 the 
next year (when Students'. Society 
fees will be raised). ' ' 

A quorum of 300 is necessary. 
Two-thirds of the vote Is; necessa- 
ry for passage of the amendment. - 



Anglo- French ties 
mold strong nation

"In order for Canada to be a great nation, strong and as 
one, there must be among English-speaking Canadians and 
French-speaking Canadians a live and profound sense of the 
need of one for the other." 



Thus His Excellency, -Governor- 
General Georges Vanicr, addressed 
a distinguished body numberhig 
66 at the inauguration of the 
University's French Canada Studies 
Program. 

The extensive program, for 
which concrete plans commenced 
only last year, was in actuality 
first conceived in 1848 when the 
Law Faculty was founded, Dr. 11. 
Rocke Robertson, Principal and 
Vice-chancellor, told the audience. 
Work individual .j 

He pointed out -that work bi the 
field of French Canadian^histbry 
has been carried on for à' number 
of years, but always on a divided, 
individual basis. 

This new program, he explained, 
is essentially a coordination of 



SEC reprimands 'Clarion' for Key; 
Hears plans of SEC reorganization

The Students' Executive Council last night heard plans for a reorganization of .the SEC, 
appointed members to a new Library Liaison Commltleo, and voted to send a letter of protest to 
the Editor of the Arts and Science paper, the "Clarion" on behalf of the Scarlet Key. 



Joseph Oliver, Research Director 
of Council, presented a brief out- 
lining a revolutionary system of 
representation to the SEC, Rather 
than piecemeal solutions, the brief 
suggested an reorganization of . the 
entire structure of the SEC. 

The revised body would consist 
of a Legislative Council represent- 
ing faculties, as well as a new 
Executive Council consisting of an 
elected Finance Director, holders 
of the portfolios of Internal and 
External affairs, the President and 
Vice-President of the. Students' So- 
ciety, arid the Edltor-In^Chief of 
the Daily. 

Representation altered 

Representation on the Legisla- 
tivë C^oundl would be radically 
altered from the system and num- 
bers now used. 

The report was not considered 
In detail at the meeting, but was 
accepted, for^ later consideration. 

A liaison committee with Red- 
path Library was set up and mem- 
bers appointed. The Committee 



consists of two faculty members, 
a professional librarian, and three 
students. 

The feding being that Arts and 
Science utilized Redpath to the 
greatest extent, and also that 
Council should have some repre- 
sentation, Ingrid Hall (a member 
of the outgoing Council,) Bonnie 
Stem (a member :0f the new Coun- 
cil) and Bob Rabinovitch of the 
Education Committee were named' 
as the student representatives. 

Council also voted to consider 
aid to the new Band System being 
established here this year, and 
voted down a motion to recom- 
mend that the Students' Society 
approve the Post Graduate Stu- 
dents' Society amendment to give 
one more representative on Coun- 
cil to the Faculty of Post Graduate 
Studies and Research. 

The SEC considered a letter from 
Martin . Rumscheldt, protesting al- 
leged slanderous references to the

courses to provide unity and facil- 
ity In such studies. 

In the main body of his speech, 
the Governor-General, at the invit- 
ation of the University, spoke 
entirely in French. He said that 
he felt that the task undertaken 
at McGIll in establishing this pro- 
gram could "contribute consider- 
ably to unity in Canada and thus 
to the grandeur and prestige of 
our country". 

He congratulated KIcGill upon 
recognizing its ability to act as 
Interpreter for Quebec and the - 
rest of Canada. 

He further emphasized the part 
played by France in the establish- 
ment of the moral, spiritual, and 
civilizing forces of humanity. He 
stressed the point by quoting the 
opinions of many eminent men of 
the past. 

He reminded the audience that 
Lord Duff crin had. described Uie 
French past' as having refused to 
die because "its vitality was too 
exuberant, too rich with splendid 
achievements, too resonant". 

Prayer for unity 

He concluded with the prayer 
that Anglo-Saxon and French uni-' 
ty In Canada' could be an exam- 
ple of fraternal co^dstence for 
the world, and the starting point 
of the making of à great nation 
of Canada, a nation of all orlgbs, 
without distinction as to race or 
creed. 

Six departments In the Faculty 
of Arts and Science, Anthropolo- 
gy, Economics, Geography, Histo- 
ry, Political Science, and Romance 
Languages, have co-operated in 
this effort. Combhied, they pre- 
sent five courses devoted solely 
to French Canada, in addition to 
eleven courses which are. highly 
relevant to the topic Invoived. •

' Dolfen Replies 

Dear Sir, 

Although the article, in "The 
Clarion" printed one or - two 
minor deviations from my origi- 
nal statement, and although I 
would have had the errata noted 
in the next Issue, I must now 
assert that my i7eneral position 
was accurately reported. In view 
of the Datty editorial, though, 
of November 26, 1 must defend 
it. 

By no means do I agree with 
all the sUtemenls in "The 
Clarion", nor is it expected that 
because I give this journal an 
opinion, I must agree. 

The fact of the matter is that 
the Daily receives 23,000 of the 
students' dollars, a sum which, 
admittedly, is carefully debated 
and scrutinized, but which is, 
for the students of the universi- 
ty ' translated into space, lines 
of print, copy — the only pro- 
duct that, reaches them. With 
this in mind, it is not difficult 
to see that Daily space is .allo- 
cated "liberally but not always 
democratically". (The word "al- 
ways" should have appeared in 
"The Clarion" and "allocated" 
should have been in instead of 
"doled out".) 

A great number of clubs and 
societies have voiced serious 
complaints at the cursory or 
unfair treatment which they re- 
ceived at the hands of the Daily, 
at the events sponsored by their 
orgnnizations which were not 
entirèly successful due to a 
lack of Daily publicity, at pro- 
mises of articles which were 
not fulfilled unless an "in" was 
had with the editorial staff, and 
at the Daily love for "wide, open* 
spaces" (vide the 'aesthetic' 
spacing in the YCL and China- 
town articles). Further com- 
plaints include the fact that a 
desk editor or a news editor 
decides what will bo , included 
in thc^arloiiSyissues. For the 
publicity^cluinnan of many 
clubs this ' has' often meant no 
publicity and no appeal. Demo- 
cratic? The number of mistakes 
,._and .the degree of misinforma- 
|îti(mïrcaçhcd the point where 
lfthS?raitor-in-chief (a conscien- 
tious and capable "thinking" 
editor against whom none of 
iny critical comments are direct- 
ed) had to call a Daily staff 
meeting specially for the pur- 
pose of reprimanding them for 
the multitude of errata. Careful 
scrutiny of the students' money? 

Surely in a daily newspaper 
run by a normally competent 
staff, greater accuracy, higher 
quality and keener sensitivity 
to the demands of their public 
should be at least of as much 
Import as trying to cut off 
undergraduate societies from 
their statutory funds. 

The press is 'a powerful organ 
and should not try to wield the 



influence it commands . for its 
own demands. Constntctive sug- 
gestion, an attempt to advise the 
undergraduate societies in the 
use of their funds would be far 
more useful than negative cri- 
ticism and unjust policies. The 
undergraduate , societies could 
perhaps take inore of the clubs 
and societies under their pur- 
view. They are perfectly capable 
of doing this and probably more 
closely associated with their 
activities than the SEC. As any ■ 
Daily staffer who. has sat with 
us in a meeting till 4. AM 
knows, the SEC has enough 
work. The Daily, by its amend- 
ment:would increase this load. 
More important, it would further 
the -processes of centralization 
' and bureaucracy — processes 
which we are trying to combat 
at every turn, processes that 
place the campus even farther 
from the sources of student 
.government and boost apathy! 
Knowing the calibre of the 
Daily staff, their entire action 
on this issue, from its concep- 
tion to its wide publicity 
through the official voice of the 
Students' Society, is in poor 
taste. 

"The Clarion" was partisan. 
It was meant to be. It did hot 
claim otherwise; I am hot sure, 
that the Daily can say the same.

the next editorial on grants on 
the first page, chose the ASUS 
to single out, and ran down this 
and past executives for wast- 
ing money and being generally 
inefficient. (This is presenting 
ALL sides?) You seem to forget 
that It was you that first attack- 
ed the ASUS and I caUed it 
slanderous — which it was. If 
you find the Clarion slanderous 
— fine. You- also call the 'argu- 
ment of statutory grants IN- 
DEFENSIBLE — this is -also 
cxpresshig ALL SIDES, I sup- 
pose.

only solution to the financial 
problems they have to face 
each year. 

And, contrary to what is ge- 
nerally believed, this socializa- 
tion does not necessarily imply 
governmental control over thé 
strictly academic field, but only 
and surely over the economic 
field.

versity's debt is but one step, 
which we are taking readily. 

But in this sense there is no 
doubt that "government control 
does not prejudice the confes- 
sional or non-confessional as- 
pect, for instance; nor will it 
prejudice academic excellence. 

To advocate pure and sim- 
ple possession' of tht univertl- 
,tlet by tht sov«rnn>tnt of Que- 
bec would ba completaty Uto- 
pian, It would lead Instantly to 
censorship of btlltfs and Ideas 
wllhin .our walls. However, 
what- we can and should adve< 
cate is exclusive economic 
control for the government, 
principally In universities where 
grants from alumni are not 
forthcoming. 

It is obvious that a financial 
problem exists, for in contrast 
to McGill which receives many 
grants, the U. of M. hardly re- 
ceives any. 

This year we have had to face 
increased education costs, to- 
gether with a reduction of sub- 
sidies and' individual bursaries. 
It Is obvious that the govern- 
ment' had tho right to reduce 
subsidies; as it has no right to 
scrutinize proposed budgets; 
something which Is from the
